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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1930 


In  reviewing  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  1930,  the  fol- 
lowing  resolution  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  meeting 
held  in  December,  1929,  will  be  far  reaching  in  its  influence. 

"RESOLVED:— That  a  Nursing  Council  be  established  to 
act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  respect 
to  the  policies,  operation  and  facilities  of  the  School  of  Nursing: 
That  this  Council  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  that  it  be  composed  of  a  member  from  each 
of  the  following  groups:  The  Board  of  Trustees,  The  Woman's 
Board,  the  Medical  Staff,  and  the  Nursing  School  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation, a  nursing  educator  having  no  connection  with  the  hos- 
pital,  the  Director  of  Nursing  and  the  Director  of  the  Hospital; 
and  that  the  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  Chair' 
man  of  the  Council.1'' 

The  following  members  were  appointed  to  serve  on  this  Coun' 
cil:  Rev.  Duncan  H.  Browne,  Chairman,  Member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees;  Mrs.  John  W.  Gary,  President  of  The  Woman's 
Board;  Dr.  H.  O.  Jones,  Member  of  the  Medical  Board;  Miss 
Ellen  Stewart,  R.N.,  Member  of  the  Alumnae  Association;  Miss 
Edna  L.  Foley,  R.N.,  Superintendent  Visiting  Nurse  Association; 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Wordell,  Director  St.  Luke's  Hospital;  Mrs.  Ada 
Reitz  Crocker,  R.N.,  Director  School  of  Nursing. 

Meetings  of  this  Council  were  held  each  month  during  the 
year  except  in  July,  August  and  September.  Through  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  H.  O.  Jones,  the  Medical  Board  offered  to  furnish  medical 
service  for  physical  examinations  every  six  months  for  the  stu- 
dent  nurses.  A  vastly  improved  health  program  has  resulted  and 
the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  many  members  of  the  Medical 
Board  who  gave  so  willingly  of  their  time  to  the  welfare  of  the 
nurses  is  greatly  appreciated.  A  study  of  the  recreational  facili- 
ties was  made  by  the  Council,  and  Miss  Mabel  Shannon,  the 
Social  Welfare  Director,  submitted  the  tentative  program  based 
on  the  desires  and  suggestions  of  the  student  group.  The  follow 
ing  clubs  were  organized:  Bridge  Club,  Arts  and  Crafts  Club, 
Athletic  Club,  Glee  Club  and  Orchestra.  The  support  and  wise 
counsel  given  by  this  committee  during  its  first  year  has  been 
exceedingly  valuable. 
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The  Herman  H.  Hettler,  Jr.  Fund  was  established  in  1930  to 
be  used  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  nurses.  The  income 
from  this  bequest  of  $10,000  will  materially  aid  in  working  out 
a  worthwhile  extra-curricular  program. 

Several  important  changes  in  the  staff  occurred  in  1930.  Miss 
Florence  Drake  resigned  in  July  and  Miss  Carrie  M.  Woods,  a 
graduate  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  1922  was 
appointed  Assistant  Director.  Miss  Woods  is  well  qualified  for 
her  new  position,  having  had  considerable  executive  experience 
in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 

Miss  Josephine  Gilbert  returned  to  St.  Luke's  in  June  as 
Second  Assistant  after  having  spent  the  year  at  Teachers  Col- 
lege. Miss  Gilbert  had  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  to  accept 
the  scholarship  awarded  by  the  Woman's  Board. 

Miss  Edna  Groppe  was  appointed  Supervisor  of  Theoretical 
and  Clinical  Instruction  to  succeed  Miss  Bess  Patton  who  resigned 
in  July.  Miss  Groppe  comes  to  the  school  with  an  excellent  back' 
ground  of  preparation  and  experience,  both  in  administration  and 
teaching. 

Through  ways  and  means  sponsored  by  the  Nursing  Staff, 
funds  were  provided  for  post  graduate  study  during  the  summer 
quarter  for  four  members  of  the  staff.  Miss  Elisabeth  Hubbard 
was  awarded  the  scholarship  given  by  the  Woman's  Board  for 
post  graduate  study  at  the  University  of  Chicago  during  the 
summer  quarter. 

Miss  Elsa  Rudolph,  Supervisor  of  the  Smith  Building,  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  school  year  to  accept  the 
scholarship  to  Teacher's  College  presented  to  her  by  the  Woman's 
Board. 

The  Charles  Schweppe  Scholarship  Fund  was  established  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  provides  for  three  annual  scholarships, 
each  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  awarded  to  stU' 
dent  nurses  who  have  shown  exceptional  ability  in  nursing  prac- 
tice, in  scholarship  and  in  student  relationships.  Miss  Helen  L. 
Smith,  of  the  senior  class,  Miss  Margaret  Hanstein  of  the  junior 
class,  and  Miss  Ina  Kaukola,  of  the  freshman  class  were  honored 
with  scholarships. 

The  Harriet  Fulmer  award  to  the  student  attaining  the  highest 
scholastic  standing  during  the  entire  course  was  presented  to  Miss 
Lois  Bliss  who  graduated  in  August  and  who  is  now  engaged  in 
hospital  work  in  India.

In  order  to  encourage  a  more  liberal  preparation,  plans  were 
made  for  elective  experience  in  the  senior  year,  in  the  phase  of 
nursing  of  greatest  interest  to  the  student.  Two  such  courses  are 
given  away  from  the  school.  Eight  students  have  completed  two 
months'  affiliation  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Chi- 
cago, and  five  students  completed  four  months'  affiliation  with 
the  Illinois  School  of  Psychiatric  Nursing.  Both  courses  have 
been  exceedingly  valuable,  and  each  student  has  been  most  en- 
thusiastic  in  her  interest  in  her  chosen  elective. 

The  first  week  of  June  was  given  over  to  Commencement  activi- 
ties and  included  the  Class  Day  Picnic,  given  at  the  Dunes,  the 
Junior-Senior  Dance  given  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Alumnae 
Banquet  at  the  Blackstone  Hotel,  the  Homecoming  Luncheon 
given  at  the  Hospital  and  the  Commencement  Exercises  at  St. 
Tames  Cathedral.  This  beautiful  and  impressive  service  was 
followed  by  an  informal  reception  and  dance  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital. 

Throughout  the  year,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Woman's 
Board,  the  nurses  have  planned  and  attended  manv  teas,  recep' 
tions.  and  dances.  Space  does  not  permit  listing  the  names  of 
individual  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Woman's  Board 
who  presented  the  school  with  tickets  to  concerts,  lectures,  the 
theater  and  the  opera.  To  Mr.  Samuel  Insull  we  are  deeplv 
prateful  for  eighty-five  tickets  to  the  opera.  To.  Mrs.  Tohn  W. 
Garv  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  delightful 
musical  and  tea  given  on  the  eve  of  her  departure  for  a  world 
cruise,  and  also  for  her  wise  counsel  and  loyal  support  at  all 
times.  To  Mrs.  Lester  Frankenthal,  Chairman  of  the  Nurses' 
Committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  we  are  indebted  for  a  delightful 
Valentine  Party  and  for  her  sympathetic  understanding  and  help- 
fulness. 

It  is  not  possible  to  complete  this  report  without  paying 
tribute  to  Mr.  Charles  H.  Schweppe  for  his  personal  interest 
and  support,  in  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  students  and 
the  graduate  personnel,  in  improving  the  nursing  service  for  the 
patient  and  in  maintaining  high  standards  of  education.  The 
co-operation  and  willing  assistance  given  the  Nursing  Depart- 
ment by  the  Hospital  Director,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Wordell,  is 
sincerely  appreciated. 
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The  previous  statements  very  briefly  indicate  the  genuine 
interest  shown  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Woman's  Board, 
Medical  Board  and  the  Alumnae  in  encouraging  high  standards.

It  is 
the  earnest  desire  of  the  School  to  faithfully  and  intelligently 
meet  our  responsibility  in  the  care  of  the  sick  and  in  the  promo- 
tion of  health.

Although  the  general  business  depression  has  been  reflected  in 
certain  departments  of  the  Hospital,  the  total  number  of  exam' 
inations  completed  by  the  Laboratory  during  the  year  1930  was 
3  per  cent  greater  than  in  1929,  and  the  increase  in  the  branch 
laboratory  of  the  Social  Service  Department  was  nearly  20  per 
cent.

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The  research  investigations  in  the  Laboratory  have  been  con- 
tinued with  some  retrenchment,  along  lines  fairly  well  established 
during  the  past  few  years.  The  Seymour  Coman  Fellowship 
arranged  through  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  was  held  again  by  A.  P.  Locke.  He  and  Miss  Edna 
Main,  the  Charles  H.  Schweppe  Fellow,  and  assisted  by  David 
Rosbash,  the  Eli  Lilly  Fellow,  have  extended  their  studies  of  the 
concentration  of  copper  and  iron  in  the  blood  in  pernicious 
anemia  into  investigations  of  these  concentrations  and  their  sig' 
nificance  in  a  variety  of  diseases  and  in  the  tissues  of  malignant 
tumors  produced  experimentally  in  animals.  New  methods  for 
the  quantitative  estimation  of  minute  amounts  of  these  metals 
were  devised  for  the  technical  procedures  of  these  investigations. 

The  Eli  Lilly  Fellowship  was  provided  in  1930  by  a  grant  from 
the  Eli  Lilly  Company  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  jointly  to  St. 
Luke's  Hospital  and  to  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  to  aid  in  the  investigations  of  Dr.  Locke  and 
Miss  Main.  The  appointment  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Rosbash,  a 
graduate  student  in  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the  University. 

Dr.  Paul  J.  Breslich  held  the  appointment  as  the  John  J.  Borland 
Fellow  in  Medicine,  and  with  his  regular  duties  completed  several 
studies  in  pathology. 

The  Winfield  Peck  Memorial  Fund  administered  through  Dr. 
J.  A.  Capps  has  supported  investigations  of  the  tissue  reactions 
produced  experimentally  with  fats,  and  with  the  Watson  K.  Blair 
Memorial  Fund  has  been  used  in  the  study  of  human  tissues  grown 
in  cultures  outside  of  the  human  body.

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RULES 


AS  TO 
ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants   of  the  room. 

The  sum  necessary  to  endow  a  private  room  in  perpetuity  with  the 
right  to  name  the  occupants  thereof  shall  depend  on  the  size,  location 
and  general  desirability  of  the  room  selected. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for   such   charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Woman's  Board  begs  to  submit  its  Annual  Report. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  4  Honorary,  5  Senior  and  57  Active 
Members.  During  the  year  we  have  had  5  resignations  and 
have  elected  7  new  members.  We  have  lost  by  death  Mrs. 
Joseph  E.  Otis,  Jr.,  an  Active  Member,  and  Mrs.  Hugh  McKen' 
nan  Landon,  a  Senior  Member. 

Mrs.  Landon,  a  vital  member  of  our  Board  for  many  years  and 
up  to  the  time  she  left  Chicago,  bequeathed  a  Fund  of  $40,000 
to  the  Linen  Committee,  thus  carrying  on  in  perpetuity  the 
work  she  so  efficiently  built  up  during  her  lifetime. 

On  October  21st  we  held  our  Fourth  Fashion  Show.  The 
net  proceeds  were  $32,178.72.  It  was  less  than  last  year,  but 
considering  the  business  depression  we  think  the  result  almost 
a  miracle.  Our  afternoon  attendance  was  the  largest  we  have 
ever  had,  1,386. 

The  Social  Service  and  Out  Patient  Department  has  grown 
tremendously  this  year.  Hard  times  send  many  more  people  to 
the  clinic  and  the  Department  hums  with  activity.  46,354  clitv 
ical  visits  have  been  taken  care  of,  8,409  more  than  in  1929  and 
the  greatest  number  in  our  history.  It  would  have  been  impos' 
sible  to  have  handled  this  number  without  the  additional  floor 
space  made  available  for  us  at  the  Hospital  by  the  Trustees.  We 
wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation.  The  Department 
now  has  16  paid  workers,  whose  splendid  work  can  never  be 
measured  in  dollars  and  cents.  The  continued  interest  of  the 
doctors  and  the  hours  and  hours  of  time  they  give  are  largely 
responsible  for  the  success  of  the  Department.  The  scope  of 
the  Social  Service  Department  is  difficult  to  realise  unless  you 
delve  deeply.  All  of  our  special  funds,  many  built  up  by  the 
doctors,  add  greatly  to  our  efficiency.  Eye  glasses,  liver  extract, 
serum,  special  medicine,  a  railroad  ticket,  a  gymnasium  outfit  for 
a  neurological  patient  are  a  few  of  the  items  picked  at  random 
from  the  list  of  gifts.     $1,906.50  was  spent  for  special  nurses  for 
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the  gravely  ill  ward  patients,  $371.60  for  medicine,  $236.50  for 
gas  anaesthetics.  This  year,  instead  of  giving  our  annual  Christ' 
mas  party  to  the  children  of  the  Social  Service  families,  a  basket 
of  food  was  taken  to  every  needy  family  connected  with  the 
Department,  a  basket  not  just  for  Christmas  Day,  but  carefully 
chosen  and  packed  for  the  particular  family  selected  and  enough 
to  last  for  several  days.  The  gross  cost  of  operating  the  Depart- 
ment was  $33,575.04,  less  $9,933.43  collected  in  clinical  fees,  or 
a  net  cost  of  $23,641.61. 

We  feel  that  great  strides  have  been  made  this  year  in  the 
Occupational  Therapy  Department.  We  have  installed  new 
equipment,  including  several  pieces  of  curative  machinery.  We 
have  three  paid  workers  now  doing  special  work  with  cardiac  and 
neurological  patients.  The  doctors  have  expressed  enthusiasm 
over  the  results.  Beginning  this  year  we  are  to  give  lectures  in 
occupational  therapy  for  the  student  nurses,  giving  a  certain  num- 
ber of  hours  in  the  second  year  of  their  training.  These  hours 
are  to  count  as  credits  on  the  students1  work. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  of  the  work  of  all  of  our  Committees  in 
this  short  report. 

The  Nurses'  Committee  is  helping  to  better  our  Training  School 
with  Summer  and  Columbia  scholarships. 

The  Linen  Committee  furnishes  the  garments,  linen  and  salary 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Linen. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  is  doing  fine  work  on  the  8th 
Floor. 

The  Holiday  Committee  puts  a  favor  at  each  place  at  the  table 
and  on  every  tray  on  all  holidays. 

The  Layette  Committee  furnishes  baby  outfits  for  poor 
mothers. 

The  Flower  Committee  had  a  plant  at  each  bed  table  at  Easter 
and  lighted  Christmas  trees  on  all  floors. 

These  are  the  high  spots  of  efficiently  conducted  Committees. 
Details  will  be  found  in  the  Year  Book.

THE  CHARGE  FOR  OPEN  WARD  BEDS  IS  $4.00  PER  DAY 
THE  CHARGE  FOR  SEMI-PRIVATE  BEDS  IS  $4.50  AND  $5.00 


The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients, 
provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission 
of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissi- 
bility, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points. 


The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the  hours 
of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received  at 
any  hour. 

Visitors  to  patients  in  the  Main  Building  should  apply  at  the  Indiana 
Ave.  office. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-contagious 
diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible.  Sufferers  from 
contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases,  cancers  of  an 
incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium  tremens,  insanity, 
venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  presence  in  the  wards 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other  patients. 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Medi- 
cal Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of  the 
physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  willfully  violate  the  rules  of  the  Hospital 
will  be  discharged." 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LINEN  COMMITTEE 
OF  ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 

1930 

Madam  President  and  Members: 

The  Linen  Committee  has  given  the  Hospital  7,988  articles, 
costing  $4,202.18.  Besides  this,  we  have  supplied  linen  for  the 
Training  School  of  4,186  articles,  costing  $1,424.68,  paid  the 
salary  of  the  Supervisor  of  Linen  of  $1,500.00  and  also  bought 
for  her  room  a  new  lamp  and  two  pairs  of  curtains.  We  have 
purchased  for  the  Laundry  twelve  new  canvas  baskets,  which 
were  much  needed,  and  also  contributed  $700.00  toward  the 
purchase  of  the  new  laundry  washing  machine,  which,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Woman's  Board  and  the  Hospital — made  this 
possible  for  the  permanent  laundry  equipment. 

New  articles  added  to  cur  list  this  year  include  348  bed  pads 
for  the  Nurses1  Home,  diet-kitchen  aprons  and  baby  bibs.  The 
balance  carried  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port includes  the  donation  of  $5,000  from  the  Fashion  Show 
Receipts  of  1929  and  was  given  before  Jan.  1st,  1930.  Also  we 
have  made  purchases  for  1931  at  advantageous  prices  before 
this  month  amounting  to  $352.59,  and  the  total  amount  there- 
fore given  the  Hospital  as  shown  in  the  attached  financial  report 
is  $8,204.53,  less  $129.95  Refund  from  laundry  employees  for 
uniforms  and  uniform  material,  or  a  net  amount  of  $8,074.58. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  who  have 
given  contributions  to  our  funds,  and  the  Churches  and  organ- 
izations who  have  helped  make  our  Garments.

Mesdames: 

We  have  audited  the  cash  transactions  of  the  LINEN  COM- 
MITTEE of  ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL  as  disclosed  by  the 
Treasurer's  records  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1930,  and 
have  prepared  therefrom  the  attached  statement  of  Receipts  and 
Disbursements  and  Interest  Received  from  Investments. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1930,  exceeded 
the  income  receipts  by  $5,981.14,  compared  with  an  excess  of 
receipts  over  expenses  for  the  preceding  year  of  $2,085.70. 

A  comparison  of  the  income  receipts  and  expenses  for  the 
two  years  ended  December  31,  1930,  is  shown  in  the  following 
summary,  details  of  which  are  presented  in  Schedule  1:

The  disbursements  for  the  year  were  found  to  be  properly 
supported  by  invoices  and  cancelled  checks.  All  receipts  re 
corded  in  the  cash  book  were  traced  into  the  bank  statements. 

The  interest  received  on  investments  as  reported  in  the  cash 
book  is  presented  in  Schedule  2;  but,  as  in  the  past,  we  have  not 
inspected  the  securities.

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REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 
1930 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  this  year  been  successful 
in  responding  to  the  call  to  aid  the  largest  number  of  patients 
in  its  history,  46,3  54,  an  increase  of  8,409  over  the  year  1929. 
This  service  could  not  have  been  afforded  but  for  the  faithful 
support  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  the  Department's  standing 
personnel,  the  majority  of  whom  have  been  members  of  this 
staff  for  from  two  to  eight  years.  Nor  could  the  attendance  of 
patients  have  been  cared  for  nor  the  results  we  have  had  been 
possible  without  the  extra  space  made  available  by  the  Trustees 
for  the  work  of  this  Department,  for  which  assistance  we  are 
appreciatively  grateful.  A  few  changes  have  been  made  during 
the  year,  with  the  result  that  the  standing  personnel  of  the  De' 
partment  totals  16,  exclusive  of  the  volunteer  workers  who  have 
given  invaluable  help  to  the  work  by  being  on  duty  two  or 
three  days  during  the  week.  The  Department  desires  to  thank 
all  its  personnel,  both  standing  and  volunteer,  for  their  able  and

The  Department  work  was  greatly  furthered  by  the  Delicacies 
Fund  from  which  it  has  been  possible  for  the  greater  comfort 
of  the  patient  to  meet  requests  for  things  not  included  in  the 
hospital  diet  or  otherwise  available  in  their  care,  by  the  Special 
Funds  by  the  aid  of  which  patients  have  been  supplied  with 
liver  extract  and  other  medicines  not  otherwise  obtainable  except 
at  a  cost  which  patients  are  unable  personally  to  bear,  and  lastly 
by  the  Special  Nurses  Fund,  a  generous  gift  to  the  Department 
from  Helen  Shedd  Reed,  due  to  which  the  Department  is  now 
in  a  position  to  furnish  patients  critically  ill,  and  without  means 
to  pay  therefor,  with  special  nurses  when  such  attention  is 
ordered  by  the  doctors,  a  most  needed,  helpful  and  comforting 
charity  that  the  Department  has  thus  been  enabled  to  perform. 

We  would  like  to  report  that  in  place  of  the  Christmas  party 
the  Department  has  this  year  sent  baskets  of  supplies  to  each 
of  our  needy  families.  During  the  year  Grace  Church  discon- 
tinued  the  two  paid  workers  it  has  heretofore  maintained  and  in 
their  stead  has  promised  to  donate  annually  the  sum  of  $3,000.00. 

Finally,  to  Miss  Armstrong,  the  leader  of  our  staff,  we  wish 
to  state  our  affectionate  appreciation.  Through  the  wide  scope 
of  the  work  she  has  given  all  the  innumerable  details  and  re- 
sponsibilities the  most  able  attention  and  has  been  an  example 
to  all  of  loyal,  devoted  and  excellent  service.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD  OF 
ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Board  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Board  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  to  pro- 
vide bedding,  table  linen,  china,  reading  matter,  delicacies,  com- 
forts for  the  sick  and  furnishings  for  the  Hospital  and  the  Eliza- 
beth Stickney  Home  (The  Training  School  for  Nurses),  also  to 
invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Episcopal 
Churches  and  all  charitable  people  of  Chicago  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  be  of  four  classes:  Honorary, 
Senior,  Active  and  Associate. 

Section  2.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  upon 
one  who  has  rendered  especial  or  distinguished  service  to  the 
work  of  the  Board.  The  name  of  one  desired  to  be  so  honored 
shall  be  sent  in  writing,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  signed  by 
at  least  two  members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Membership  Com' 
mittee.  If  the  name  is  considered  favorably  by  the  unanimous 
ballot  of  the  Membership  Committee,  it  shall  be  recommended 
to  the  Board  where  election  shall  be  by  ballot.  A  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board  shall  elect  to  Honorary  Membership.  Honor- 
ary Members  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership 
except  the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office.  Honorary  Members  pay 
no  dues. 

Section  3.  Senior  Members  shall  be  chosen,  on  the  recom- 
mendation or  with  the  approval  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
from  those  who  have  served  as  active  members  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  have  the  ricrht  to  attend  all  meetings,  may  vote  at 
all  meetings  and  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  active  mem- 
bers except  that  of  holding  office.  Senior  members  shall  not, 
unless  volunteering  or  expressing  a  desire  so  to  do,  be  considered 
available  for  active  work  or  service  at  the  Hospital.  Senior  mem- 
bers shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $15.00. 

Section  4.  Active  Members  shall  not  exceed  sixty  in  num- 
ber; shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $5.00,  and  have  all  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  membership. 
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Section  5.  Associate  Members  pay  annual  dues  of  $10.00. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  notified  by  card  of  the  annual  meetings.  Associate 
Members  do  not  vote  nor  hold  office. 

Section  6.  Candidates  for  membership  on  the  Board  shall  be 
recommended  in  writing  by  two  members  of  the  Board  to  the 
Membership  Committee.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  vote 
by  ballot  upon  candidates  so  recommended,  and  upon  unanimous 
vote  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  final  action.  The 
Board  shall  vote  by  ballot  upon  candidates  recommended  by  the 
Membership  Committee.  Three  negative  votes  shall  defeat  elec- 
tion. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
three  Vice-Presidents  with  the  Second  Vice-President  as  Chair- 
man  and  two  non-office  holding  members  to  be  elected  by  the 
Board  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Officers:  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre* 
sponding  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  At  or  prior  to  the  November  Meeting  of  the 
Board  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  of 
five  members,  whose  names  shall  be  announced  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  at  the  November  Meeting.  To  this  Committee  shall 
be  entrusted  the  recommendation  of  a  ticket  consisting  of  at  least 
one  name  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  one  shall  be  recom- 
mended by  the  Nominating  Committee  whose  consent  to  serve 
has  not  been  first  obtained.  The  ticket  so  prepared  shall  be 
announced  at  the  December  Meeting.  After  which  a  copy  shall 
be  mailed  to  all  voting  Members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  at  its  January  Annual  Meeting,  at  which 
meeting  nominations  may  also  be  made  from  the  floor.  The 
election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a  majority  vote  shall  elect. 

Section  3.  The  officers  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  shall 
serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Board  and  Chairmen  of  all  standing  com- 
mittees. The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
President. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at 
all  meetings,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

Section  4.  The  Second  or  Third  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  President,  in  the  absence  of  both  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  First  Vice-President.  The  Second  Vice-President 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all 
correspondence  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  shall  send  the  usual 
notices  of  meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  and  preserve 
reports  and  minutes  of  all  the  meetings,  and  shall  mail  copies  of 
the  minutes  to  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary.  She 
shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Board. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  dues  and  receive 
the  Funds  of  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  as  directed 
by  the  Board.  She  shall  keep  such  records  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board,  and  shall  submit  to  the  President  each  month  an 
accurate  exhibit  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  January  at  10:30  a.m.,  at  which 
time  the  annual  dues  of  $5.00  shall  be  paid. 

Section  2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month 
from  October  to  June  inclusive. 

Section  3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  at  all  meetings,  including  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII.
